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World awaits collective efforts 


Geneva. Konstantin Chernen- 
ko's answers to the questions 
from (he newspaper "Pravda" 
have impressed me most with 
Ihelr strength of logic, account 
taken of the political realities, 
and with awareness of the great 
powers' rola and responsibility 
for the fates of International 
peace^ said Sc4n MacBrtdc, lea- 
der of the International Peace 
Bureau, talking to a Soviet jour- 
nalist. Indeed, the world has 
radically changed, and In the 
nuclear age one cannot, with 
levity bordering on irrcspoiislbl* 
lity, approach Issues of war and 
peace, nor is It posslbla to at- 
tain superiority by means of 
pressure and force. Thera is no, 
nor can there be, any alternative 
to negotiations which would 
take Into account Lho Interests 
of both sides and of the entire 
mankind. Otherwise, we are In 
fora nuclear disaster which will 


destroy everything that lives on 
Earth. Konstantin Chernenko 
singles out the policies of busi- 
nesslike Interaction between the 
great powers. The world Is await- 
ing collective efforts and renun- 
ciation of mounting chauvinism, 
since the fascist slogan of "Ger- 
many above all" claimed the 
lives of 55 million people during 
World War II, Including 20 mil- 
lion in the Soviet Union. Next 
year, we shall celebrate forty 
ye&Ts or the victory for reason 
and realism, and we shall not 
forget that standing on the 
banks of the Elbe River were 
Soviet and American soldiers 
who found a common longue In 
the inlerests of peace and salva- 
tion of mankind from Ihe fascist 
contamination. The past Is ap- 
pealing to Die future; our con- 
temporaries must fulfil their 
duly and ensure universal peace 
and security. 


WHO IS TO BLAME 
FOR THE ARMS RACE? 


New York. Writing in the 
newspaper, "The Now York 
Times", former US Ambassador 
to the Soviet Union A. Harrl- 
man, US ex -Secretary ol Defense 
Clifford and former Special 
Adviser to tile US Secretary of 
State on Soviet Affairs M. Shu]- 
man point out tha exceptional 
danger Inherent In the pro- 
gramme for developing the most 
up-to-date weapon systems 
adopted by President Reagan. 
These systems not only put the 
world on the brink of war, they 
also pose considerable difficul- 
ties for verification and control 
over implementation of existing 
agreements on limiting arma- 
ments and foi achieving new 
agreements In ibis area. 

The three statesmen point out 
that the declarations made by 
the White House about "Mos- 
cow's nuclear superiority'' are 
groundless. The administration 
believes that large-scale pro- 


grammes for creating new 
nuclear weapon systems are 
necessary not only for overcom- 
ing the alleged lag, hut also for 
achieving superiority over ihe 
Soviet Union. Those who play a 
dominant role in the administra- 
tion are following a course tow- 
ards confrontation with the 
Soviet Union in a vain hope 
that H will be possible to 
make the Russians give way 
and accept American terms or 
10 debilitate Ihem economically 
by means of lho arms race. 

In the view of A. Harriman. 
C. Clifford and M. Shulman, at 
present, the main task of the 
United Stales ts to lake a con- 
structive approach towards curb- 
ing the aims race. The authors 
believe that whoever wins the 
forthcoming presidential elec- 
tions — the Rebublicans or the 
Democrat — they must Im- 
mediately, and with ail serious- 
ness, take up the problem of 
limiting nuclear arms. 


MAYORS’ APPEAL 


Tokyo. An appeal has been 
made to the Japanese Govern- 
ment to strictly observe the 
three principles Involved In the 
renunciation of nuclear weap- 
ons ■ — not to produce, possess 
or allow such weapons. It 
comes from the mayors of lour 
Japanese cities whoso ports ars 
often used by visiting Amer- 
ican warships carrying nuclear 
weapons. 


VIEWPOINT 


On behaK of the citizens of 
Yokosuka. Sasebo. Kure and 
Majuro, they have expressed 
concern over the warships ol 
ihe Seventh American Fleet be- 
ing armed with Tomahawk cru- 
ise missiles.

Brussels. U has been announ- 
ced here that United Stales 
General B. Rogers, Supreme Al- 
lied NATO Commander in Eu- 
rope, has for Ihe first lime in 
the history ol the bloc appoin- 
ted West Gei man General 
H.-J. Mock to handle all mat- 
ters Involving NATO's nuclear 
forces.

army among Washington's Wesl 
European NATO allies. It is ac- 


live In 130 of the 180 NATO 
military programmes. LnflWdlfe 
pilots havn begun training to 
fly the multipurpose Tornado 
lnllitoiy air cm fl capable of car- 
rying nuclear weapons. 

This moans dial the 195-1 Pa- 
lis agreements, specifically for- 
bidding Wesl Germany In own 
or manufacture not only nu- 
clear, chemical and germ weap- 
ons, but also other types of ar- 
maments, aro practically fgno- 
lod.

THE AUTHOR OF THE 
PAINTING IDENTIFIED 


In collaboration with Spanish 
and French colleagues Soviet 
art critics succeeded in verify- 
ing the title and Ihe name of 
the author of one oi the pain- 
tings kept dt tho Odessa Muse- 
um ol Western and Oriental 
Art. 

Until now the monumental 
canvas from this collection was 
attributed to a Spanish artist of 
the 17lh century, under the 
title of "The Apparition of Ma- 
donna of Saint Francisc". How- 
ever, a number of genre details 
end ai tributes, connected with 
various monastic Orders, exist- 
ing In medieval Spain, aroused 
doubts regarding the name of 
the work and Its main charac- 
ter. 


A thorough comparison ol 
the painting with the works of 
MurlHo "Our Lady with Infant 
Christ and Saint Augustin 11 , and 
“Apparition of Saint Auguatln", 
kf p! in Seville, confirmed the 
idea that the author of the 
Odessa painting is tho follower 
of the great master hut not 
himself. Consultations with 
foreign colleagues, materials 
presented by them enabled 
Odessa researchers establish 
that the authoT of the canvas 
was really the pupil of Murillo 
— Esteban Marques de Velnz- 
co, who scrupulously followed 
the style of his teacher and 
widely used his models. The 
exact title “The Apparition of 
Madonna to Saint Augustin", 
was returned to the painting,

No performance by Ihe violinist Pavo] Kogan 
remains unnoticed: he Is a musician who makes 
people talk about him. 

Ills father, Leonid Kogan (Hie well-known So- 
viet violinist whose skill aroused wonder Bnd 
admiration among listeners In every corner ol the 
world) and his mother Yelizaveta Gllels — a vio- 
linist and a teacher — showed Pavel the way to 
the musical world from his childhood. 

At six Pavel entered the Central Music School 
attached to the Moscow Conservatoire. Like many 
children of his age, be liked attending concerts, 
listening to records but not doing serious train- 
ing himself. The real Interest In training must 
have come after his first performance at Ihe 
Small Hall of the Conservatoire. He was then II. 
One year later he look part In a trio with h|s 
parents. Several years afterwards he played vio- 
lin concertos with many orchestras. 

In 1970 Kogan won with distinction the Inter- 
national Jean Sibelius violin contest In Helsinki. 

Kogan was lucky enough to play with famed 
conductors and the world's best symphony or- 
chestras. The violinist’s musical Interests Include 
works that are quite diverse in their style. Class- 
ical, romantic works are quite prominent In his 
repertoire but this does not mean that modern 
music with Its expressiveness and the complex 
philosophical and psychological sphere does not 
attract him. He plays Shostakovich, Prokollev 
and Khrennlkov.

pianist who used to play with Leonid Kogan In 
his last years. 

Pavel Kogan Is not only a violinist, he ii aim 
a conductor, Symphonic music attracted him dur- 
ing his early childhood. He liked "lo read" the 
scores and allend orchestra rehearsals. Hii be- 
coming a conductor was logical. "Playing ihe vio- 
lin Is something personal while conducting is a 
flight. I have nol experienced any olber feeling 
comparable lo being at the conductor's iland," 
says Kogan. 

His first performance took place In Leningrad 
In 1974 when ho led the symphony orchestra ol 
the Leningrad Philharmonic Society. Since then 
he has conducted the orchestra both In the Soviet 
Union and during Ha tours abroad. Kogan also 
has led the Stale Symphony Orchestra ol Ihe 
USSR and the symphony orchestra ol the Mot- 
cow Philharmonic Society. Several years ago he 
went to ll>e USA where he conducted tbe «j* 
phony orchestra In Bloomington. 

The third goncrnllon uf the Kogans is growing 
up: the son Dlina, live, Is also learning to play 
the violin.
